Gentle Wastage Is Good

into the baby's eyes. The child cries, 
kicks, and its anger

with the left arm and use your right 
hand for washing purposes. 
Avoid 


soap on the face and when you wash 
the scalp make sure soap does not 
run down to the eyes. 


When baby is taken from the tub, 


it should be placed on a dry towel 
and slowly but carefully dried. Make 
sure the entire body is dried. This 
will prevent chafing. Powder may be 
used, hilt avoid an excessive amount. 
Above all. keep powder away from 
baby's reach. 


A good plan is to gently massage

This is best accomplished 


by gently rolling the flesh with the 
palm of the hand.
